~ OUR LONDON CABLE. 


BANK OF ENGLAND ABUSED 


Money Brokers Angry Because It Is 
Charging Them 5 Per Cent., Though 
They Were Warned This Would Be 
Done — Scarcity of Gold Growing 
More Serious—Stock Exchange In- 
active. 


Cable Correspondence. 
1900, THE NEW YORK 

LONDON, April 15.—Our money mar- 
ket is in a state of wrath against the 
Bank of England, and all sorts of accu- 
sations are being leveled at the head of 
the present Governor, Samuel 8. Glad- 
stone. The origin of the quarrel is sim- 
ple enough. A week ago, thanks to the 
enormous disbursements of the Govern- 
ment, all short-loan indebtedness of the 
market to the Bank was wiped off. This 
feat left the market very hard up, but it 
was performed, and in anticipation of 
such repayments our discount houses had 
begun to force rates down until a good 
deal of paper arriving at the beginning of 
this month was bought at 314 per cent. 
discount. This was bad business from 
every point of view, and some _ three 
weeks ago a hint was conveyed to me by 
the Bank that if the market had to go to 
it for money after the dividends were re- 
leased on April 5, it would have to pay 
5 per cent. 

“As long,” the Bank authorities said, 
“as we hold large amounts of Govern- 
ment balances collected from the market, 
we do not think it fair to ask more than 
4 per cent. from borrowers, but the po- 
sition will be altogether changed when 
the market has had every penny of Gov- 
errment money disbursed to it, and then 
wants more,”’ 

This warning was given 
yet the 
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and repeated, 
brokers senselessly beat rates 
down in the manner stated. Then came 
last Monday, with the call for £4,500,000 
on the ‘“ Khaki” loan, and immediately 
the market found that it could not pay, 
so back it went to the Bank for 
ance. ‘Very well,” the Bank replied, 
“you shall have it at 5 per cent.” Hence 
the wrath and the accusation that the 
Governor is only working for his share- 
holders’ interests, not for those of the 
market, 

I relate this incident to show you how 
really pinched for means we are, and I 
am perfectly certain that we shall be 
worse off before we are better, because 
nobody is sending us any gold. We have 
fully £3,000,000 less in the Bank's cus- 
tody than we had at the end of January, 
and our obligations abroad are running 
up at a prodigious rate. 

Can you send us any metal? I esti- 
mate that we require about £10,000,000 
to take us comfortably through the Sum- 
mer without the continual recurrence of 
sharp twinges both irritating and ex- 
hausting to the market. If you cannot, 
then look out for aqualia, because what
